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FROM FINDLAY RIVER. 


A party of seven prospectors from Fort 
Graham, Findlay river, and one from St. 
John, Peace river, arrived this morning by 
way of Athabasca Landing. They are mem- 
bers of several parties which are still push- 
ing on for the Black river and the 
Dease, and Peliy. Seme of the parties re- 
presented were using boats up the Findlay 
and some pack horses. The boat parties 
had found the river very difficult, after 
reaching the canon, about 30 miles above 
Graham. Some of the boat parties had 
pushed on beyond that point, but were hav- 
ing a hard time, and had sent back to Hud? 
son’s Hope for horses they had left there. 
The Braithwaite party using boats were at 
the mouth of the Omenica. So far nothing 
has been found on the Findlay or any of its 
tributaries to warrant men in going to work, 
although there are colors. The parties 
travelling with horses had reached a point 
about 100 miles above Fort Graham, on 
July 27th. The Walker party from Agri- 
cola, and others were about twenty miles 
further on. From Graham northwestward 
up the Findlay there was an Indian trail 
which the prospectors were cutting out 
wide enough for pack horses, Lang’s 
hand of cattle was 100 miles beyond Gra- 
ham and travelling well. There had been 
mo losses so far since spring opened al- 
thongh the oxen were cairying packs. An 
English party which had come in from Ash- 
croft was met bound for the Indianica branch 
of the Findlay to prospect. Several other 
parties had also arrived from Ashcrott. 
Moody and party were camped about 60 
miles above Graham on July 27th. His 
destination was uncertain, no doubt depend- 
ing on the success the prospectors ahead had 
in trail making. The railway suryey 
parties were met between the crossing of 
Peace River and Dunvegan. Several mew- 
bors of the Fresno party are coming in by 
trail from Peace river, including Mr. and 
Mrs. Garner. The names of the parties 
from Findlay riverare: J. T. Sloan, J. An- 
derson, Belvieu, Minnesota; Frank Ferrell, 
Chicago; O.T. Emery, Bradford, Penn- 
sylvania, John H. Myers, Cincinnatti, 
Ohio; and M. E. Welch, Detroit; M. Mc- 
Kinnon, P.E. I. From 8t.

ATHABASCA TREATY. 

The attention of the Putietin has 
been called to the dates fixed for the 
negotiation ef the Indian treaties ia 
the Athabasca and Peace River dis- 
tricts next spring. It is stated that 
the time intervening between the 
dates fixed for meeting the Indians 
at the various points is barely suffi- 
cient to allow of the commissioners 
moving from one place to the other, 
and makes no allowance for delay in 
the negotiations. As these are a 
different race of Indians from those 
already treated with it is fair to 
suppose that at least as much time 
will bo taken up in preliminary talk, 
especially when the half breed scrip 
has to be arranged for at the same time. 
Asa matter of fact the Chipewyans 
and Beavers are much more difficult 
to bargain with than the Crees, and 
in all probahility will require much 
longer to close the deal with. If the 
commissioners are delayed at any 
one point either by the non-arrival of 
the Indians or by delay in negotia- 


tions they cannot keep their appoint- | 


ments at other points. This will 
be looked upon by the Indians as 
a breach of faith and will render 
treaty making all the more difficult. 
Besides it will add very materially 
to the cost of the negotiations. If the 
Indians come in at a certain time and 
the commissioners are not there to 
meet them they must befed at 


government expense until the com- 


missioners come or they will in all | 


probability leave for the woods again, 
as none of them have supplies ahead. 
These are the facts as stated by prac- 
tical men and the government would 
do well to revise their dates so as to 
make due allowance for delays. Better 
have the commission with nothing to 
do for a few days than have a nam- 
ber of bands of angry and hungry 
Indians to feed and deat with. 

The government has seen fit to 
send word to the Indians of their 
desire to treat with them in a most 
informal manner, that is by verbal 
communications to Hudson’s Bay offi- 
cers, missionaries and others. It 
would be much better for the govern- 
ment to issue a printed circular con- 
taining the statements they desire to 
make and let that be placed in the 
hands of all parties who can be reach- 
ed and are able to read, in the district 
affected. 


In this way the informa- 


tion would be spread at first hand, | 


and if misleading reports got in cir- 
culation they could easily be con- 
tradicted. 

It is particularly desirable that a 
good understanding should be arrived 
at with the half breeds of the district 
affected, preliminary to the Indian 
treaty, as il is through their friendly 
offices the Indians can best be reaehed. 


Tur Free Press denies that mem- 
bers of the Norwegian settlement at 
Limestone lake are selling out and 
moving away on account of the 
proximity of the Galician settlement. 
But then the Free Press will deny 
anything. Fortunately Free Press 
denials do not count for more than 
Free Press assertions in the public 
mind. No doubt the Free Pree 
thinks that to be near a Galician 
settlement is quite a drawing card to 
people of other nationalities, If it 
does here is a proposition: Winni- 
peg has been agitated from time to 
time by the problem of vast areas of 
vacant lands surrounding it. Here 
are people,—desirable people the Free 
Pree says, agriculturalists purely, 
industrious and thrifty, having a 
little money, so the Free Press says—— 
& most desirable class surely. Then 
why not solve the problem by settling 
the Galicians on those vacant lands. 
If the people of Winnipeg want them 
in close proximity no one in other 
parts of the country will object. Of 
course a few might be sent out to the 
Pembina Mountain country, some to 
the Portage plains or Carberry, and 
a small detachment to the suburbs 
of Brandon. It seems to be a doubt- 
ful policy which persists in sending 
such an estimable class of pecble 
where—whatever their merits—they 
clearly are not wanted, and refuses to 


send them to those localities where, if | 


the newspapers are to be taken as 


voicing the sentiments of the com- 
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munity, they would be received with 
open arms. Or again, why not dump 
a few thousand of them down in On- 
tario where they seem to have lots of 
enthusiastic friends. We at Edmon- 
ton are not hoggish. We don’t want 
to keep all the good things to our- 
selves.

DEATH OF F. D. TIMS, 
Quebe> Chronic!e, 5th of Aug. "98. 

We announce to-day, with unfeigned 
grief, the death of F, D. Tims, Esq., of the 
treasury department,—a gentleman who 
was known, not only within the precincts of 
Quebec, but also far beyond the shadow of 
its walls, as one of natare’s noblemen. His 
sterling qualities of head and heart ensured 
him the respect and admiration of very 
many who had not the pleasure of his 
acquaintance, but it is only those who knew 
hin best, and the members of his family who 
can fully appreciate the loss the community 
has sustained.
